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Hospital parking danger

DISABLED drivers are 
being encouraged to use 
their common sense when 
parking near the County 
Hospital in Dorchester. 

Lack of spaces at the of¬ 
ficial car parks often 
means that those with blue 
badges are forced to park 
outside the hospital site on 


double yellow lines in 
Williams Avenue. 

“The problem is caused 
when people park close to 
the corner at the exit, or 
even on the corner,” said 


Dorchester town council¬ 
lor and local taxi driver 
Tim Harries. “Sometimes 
you literally can’t see and 
have to almost take your 
life in your hands.” 

Mr Harries points out the 
hospital is also on a bus 
route and he has fre¬ 
quently seen bus drivers 
also struggling to get into 
and out of the site safely. 

“We all know that park¬ 
ing could be a lot better at 
the hospital and there 
aren’t enough spaces but 
people seem to think they 
can park where they want, 
irrespective of how safe it 
is - all I am asking is that 
disabled drivers - who I 
have a great deal of sym¬ 
pathy with, try to park 
only where it is safe to do 
so.” 

A check last week re¬ 
vealed that all but two of 
the ten cars parked in the 
road were showing dis¬ 
abled badges. The road is 
patrolled by the town’s 
traffic wardens. 

A hospital spokesman 
confirmed that the main 
hospital site has 253 dedi- 
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Born in Dorchester in 1963, Caroline Paul was just

with her parents and teenage son, running it as 
Giants Head Caravan & Camping Park - a "rural 
touring park for healthy walking types." 

Leaving behind a career as an independent fi¬ 
nancial advisor, Caroline began running Treasure 
Trails Dorset five years ago. 


■ WHAT are treasure trails? 

There are more than 55 walking, driving, cycling and bus 
treasure trails across Dorset. Each trail has clues that you 
need to find and solve to lead you around a route. 

They are designed to show you the best historic and 
picturesque sights of a location, whilst entertaining the 
whole family at once. The trails involve either solving a 
murder mystery, following a treasure hunt or carrying 
out a 'James Bond' style spy mission. Each answer elim¬ 
inates a suspect or a location until you are left with just 
one - the whodunnit, the location of the hidden treasure 
or the code to deactivate the device. 

They are award-winning activities that get the whole 
family out and about exploring. 

■ HOW did you get involved with them? 

I first met Steve Ridd, who started Treasure Trails in Corn¬ 
wall, at an air show in 2004. Steve stood out because of 
his lively, fun attitude. I bought a couple of trails and 
both were fantastic. Steve emailed me a few months 
later to say he was looking for someone to write trails in 
Dorset and would I be interested. As my parents were 
getting a bit older I thought it would be a great thing for 
me to do, to reduce my hours as a financial adviser and 
work from home writing the trails while helping them 
with the holiday park. 

■ HAVE you always enjoyed walks and the country¬ 
side? 

I have always been a country girl and have always loved 
the countryside. My favourite trails are those that ex¬ 
plore some of the lesser-known villages. I love to find 
out all I can about the history, local stories and any gos¬ 
sip from the locals. 

■ HOW do people respond to the walks? 

I do get some great feedback from Trailers. Here are a 
few: "Absolutely fantastic! This is the third one I have 
done with the kids, fabulous!" (Swanage 4 Kids Trail). "Did 
it with friends on a brief holiday in Weymouth and they 
loved it - saw things we would normally miss!" (Wey¬ 
mouth Town). "A lovely way of exploring different places 
and noticing things overlooked before."(BridportTown) 

■ HAS anyone got horribly lost following your clues? 
Not that I am aware of - or maybe they are still lost! After 
I have written the trails I always, without exception have 



someone else to check them. I give them the trail and I 
follow behind with a clipboard taking notes just in case 
I have written "go left" and it should be "go right". 

■ HOW do you find new routes or themes? 

I have so many trails that I want to write. Whenever I am 
out I very often divert off the main road down narrow 
roads looking for new places to explore, you wouldn't 
believe what can be hidden away. Dorset is just wonder- 
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ful for all those hidden secrets. Who has lived here, who 
was born here and who is buried here, but I am not 
going to tell you any secrets, you will have to check out 
my trails! I also get asked by people to write new trails. 
Sometimes it is possible but in some cases although 
they live in a lovely part of Dorset there is just not quite 
enough to write a full trail, so I make a note and keep 
these for future driving trails. 

■ WHAT is your favourite journey in the world? 

My father had always wanted to go across the Rockies 
in Canada before he got too old (he's 81 now) so about 
five years ago I arranged for him, his older(!) brother, my 
son and myself to go. We went over Christmas and it was 
fantastic. My mother decided to stay home as she could 
see how much work it would be looking after two pen¬ 
sioners who have spent nearly 80 years squabbling (like 
brothers do) and a teenager. I still think this was my 
favourite journey. 

■ WHO living or dead would you most like to go on 
a walk with? 

I suppose I could be really corny and say Pierce Brosnan 
because he could rescue me with one of his James Bond 
manoeuvres but that would be fibbing. It's Pierce Bros¬ 
nan because he is just gorgeous to all us middle-aged 
women. 

■ WHAT would be your ideal destination after a long 
walk? 

Back home to one of my mum's roastie dinners - yum. 

■ DO you Sat Nav? 

Only when I have to, I am a country girl and a lot of this 
techy stuff goes way over my head, I have only just 
learnt how to turn on my son's iPhone and that is as far 
as I have got with it. 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

I can remember sitting in a pram or pushchair passing 
lots of metal railings. Apparently before I moved from 
Dorchester my mother used to walk with me by the 
Dorchester Hospital where there were lots of metal rail¬ 
ings. 

■ WHEN is the last time you had to say sorry? 

Sorry, me? You've got to have done something wrong 
to say sorry! Only joking, probably to my son, I seem to 
say sorry to him every day but I really don't know why, 
maybe to try and keep the peace when he is having one 
of his teenage tantrums.

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Protestors step up campaign to 
stop development at Came View 


THE BATT LE to stop development outside of the Dorch¬ 
ester bypass line at Came View has been stepped up. 

More than a thousand leaflets have been distributed to 
homes in the area and both the Thomas Hardy and 
William Barnes societies have been asked to join the 
fight. 

Protestors were yesterday (Wednesday 27th), at the dis¬ 
trict council offices to make their views known and a 
meeting has now been arranged with MP Oliver Letwin. 

West Dorset District Council has been accused of 
breaking promises not to allow development beyond the 
bypass line by suggesting that 1,000 or more homes could 
be built south west of the road between Thomas Hardy’s 
Max Gate home and the Broadmayne Road opposite Old 
Came Rectory, once the home of dialect poet the Rev¬ 
erend William Barnes. 

Bames lived at the Rectory between 1862, when he was 
61, and when he died aged 85. 

The Rectory holds an annual open day for Dorset 
Wildlife Trust and some meetings of the William Bames 
Society. 

“The building of 1,000 homes on Came View will unar- 
guably ruin the rural setting of William Barnes’ Old 
Came rectory, and indeed, would be an offence to the 
great man himself,” said resident Philip Leach in a letter 
of protest to the district council. 

A decision on earmarking the land for development is 
expected to be made on Monday, March 4th, at the dis¬ 
trict council’s planning committee before going to the full 
council on March 14th. 

Protestors point out that the site is just yards from an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty with much of the site 
prone to flooding. They fear that it has been looked at 
simply because of local protests over development plans 
for Sherborne, Crossways and the Beaminster area. 

There is also anger that the council has declined re¬ 
quests to hold a public meeting - while acceding to re¬ 
quests for meetings in Sherborne. Protestors were told 
that this Wednesday’s afternoon and evening drop-in ses¬ 
sion at the new district council offices was adequate. 

Mr Leach continued: “The council’s impact assessment 
significantly under-estimates the harm that the develop¬ 
ment would cause to nationally important heritage sites, 
the Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, the natural en¬ 
vironment and the setting of Dorchester. The council’s 
flawed impact assessment conflicts with national plan¬ 
ning policies set out in the Government’s National Plan¬ 
ning Policy Framework. 

“Came View forms part of an important national her¬ 
itage area. Rural views which inspired Dorchester’s in¬ 
ternationally famous writers Thomas Hardy and William 
Barnes will be lost forever. 

“The area is prone to flooding and feeds into the 
groundwater protection zone. This will be severely com¬ 
promised by the proposed building of 1,000 homes.” 
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Mr Leach also claims that the proposed development 
would not be sustainable and would add to traffic con¬ 
gestion in the area. 

“There is no plan to provide any additional facilities 
such as schools, hospitals and parking in Dorchester to 
cope with the additional residents of the 1,000 proposed 
homes (perhaps as many as 3,000 extra residents). 

“Although 35 per cent of the housing planned is for ‘af¬ 
fordable homes’, the adoption of this strategy has failed 
in Poundbury, where there is the unresolved issue of 


many of the houses ending up as second homes for 
wealthy Londoners.” 

Objectors are being urged to write to: The Spatial and 
Community Policy Team, South Walks House, Dorch¬ 
ester, DTI 1UZ, or to make online responses via the form 
at: www.dorsetforyou .com/newlocalplan/west/weymouth 
There is also a Facebook protest page and a "Save- 
CameView" website www.savecameview.talktalk.net 
After public consultation any proposed changes to the 
plan would be presented to councillors before being sub¬ 
mitted over the summer to the planning inspector for in¬ 
dependent examination. 

The Local Plan could be adopted as soon as February 
2014.

cated staff spaces, 174 for general public use and 271 
which public and staff can use which offers some flexi¬ 
bility. 

“Many of the cars that park in Williams Avenue belong 
to blue badge holders who are entitled to park there, but 
we do have disabled spaces near all the entrances on site. 

“We do encourage staff to car share and we have dedi¬ 
cated car sharing spaces at Trust HQ. We also promote 
public transport options, including the park and ride, to 
staff. Only staff who live a certain distance away from the 
hospital site are entitled to car park permits. We are con¬ 
stantly reviewing the situation and are developing a sus¬ 
tainable travel plan for the hospital which will look at all 
of these issues,” said the spokesman.

Rise in fire authority charge of 9.5p a week 


DORSET Fire Authority approved 
a rise in the amount it will charge 
Dorset residents of under a fiver a 
year. 

The service says the 9.5 pence per 
week increase will help protect 
frontline services. 

Chairman of Dorset Fire Author¬ 
ity, Councillor Rebecca Knox, said: 
“The Dorset Fire Authority recog¬ 
nises that there is a need to keep 
household bills as low as possible 
but that without this small increase 
of 9.5p per week, the fire and rescue 
service here in Dorset - for which 
we are all rightly proud - would find 
it difficult to maintain the essential 


services it provides. Even with this 
increase we are still well below the 
average fire and rescue service pre¬ 
cept level, plus we will still face a 
£2m shortfall over the coming 
years.” 

Chief Fire Officer, Darran Gunter 
says the service has already identi¬ 
fied over £4m of savings per year 
by 2015/16, a 14 per cent reduction 
in the budget, and cumulatively the 
savings over £29m up to and in¬ 
cluding 2016/17. 

Senior management posts have 
been reduced and some support 
functions have already been down¬ 
sized or outsourced, including legal 


services, payroll and pensions man¬ 
agement, democratic services and 
procurement. 

“We have recently agreed the next 
stage of our efficiency programme 
which will involve examining op¬ 
portunities for income generation 
and fuller cost recovery, further col¬ 
laboration with neighbouring fire 
and rescue services and the benefits 
of shared support services alongside 
our ongoing efficiency savings. 
Members and Officers are deter¬ 
mined that everything possible will 
be done before reductions are made 
in frontline services,” said Mr 
Gunter. 


Is that cigarette you are smoking legal? 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
tackle illegal tobacco trade in Dorset 
and the South West. 

Organisers claim that almost 2 in 
10 smokers in Dorset now smoke il¬ 
legal tobacco - giving the trade in 
the South West an equivalent value 
of £211m at retail prices. 

On Monday Smokefree South West 
launched a multi-partnership initia¬ 
tive as part of on-going efforts to 
tackle the illegal tobacco trade in the 
South West. 

The partnership claims that illegal 
tobacco brings criminals into local 
communities and into contact with 
children. As well as being unregu¬ 
lated, illegal tobacco is often bought 
at ‘pocket money prices’, selling for 
less than half the tax-paid price of 
legally sold tobacco. This attracts 
younger smokers and allows those 
who could otherwise not afford to 


smoke, to maintain their habit and 
undermining their attempts to quit. 

In Dorset, 6 out of 10 people be¬ 
lieve that illegal tobacco poses a real 
danger to children and over 6 out of 
10 illegal tobacco smokers agree that 
the reduced price of illegal tobacco 
products allows them to smoke when 
they otherwise could not afford to. 

Smokefree South West Director, 
Fiona Andrews said: “Significant 
progress has been made since Febru¬ 
ary 2011 when we first launched the 
campaign to tackle the problem of il¬ 
legal tobacco across the South West. 
Our collective efforts to tackle illegal 
tobacco are having a big effect, but 
more can be done.” 

South West spokesman for HM 
Revenue & Customs, Bob Gaiger 
said: "The trade in illegal tobacco 
across the South West is a very real 
problem, one that through this part¬ 


nership initiative we are tackling, but 
there is more still to be done. Illegal 
tobacco is often the first stage in a 
chain of illegal trades that fund crim¬ 
inality. 

“These criminals smuggle tobacco 
and cigarettes illegally into the coun¬ 
try. Some of these will be counterfeit 
and will have been manufactured in 
completely unregulated environ¬ 
ments to be sold at knock-down 
prices. They do not care about the 
impact on local businesses, your 
neighbourhood or your children’s 
lives, targeting anyone and anywhere 
they can make money.” 

The campaign will be running a local 
public engagement event in Dorset in 
March to help bring the message of 
the dangers illegal tobacco poses into 
local communities.

OFFICERS in Dorchester are ap¬ 
pealing for anyone with information 
to come forward after a theft from a 
mobile phone shop in the town cen¬ 
tre.

“I would also like to trace the 
stolen property and speak to anyone 
who has been offered mobiles or 
iPads in strange circumstances, pos¬ 
sibly for an unusually low cash sum.

New cycle route in Weymouth 
Avenue will link to network 


WORK starts next week on a new cycle lane in Wey¬ 
mouth Avenue, Dorchester. 

Much of the £55,000 cost of the project is being met 
from a Government backed Local Sustainable Transport 
Fund. 

Engineers are expected to start work on the project on 
Monday, March 4th which will disrupt traffic at times. 

The new section, between the Sawmills-Druid’s Walk 
junction and Maiden Castle Road, will link in with other 
local National Cycle Network routes. These include those 
from Weymouth to Dorchester and the route through 
West Dorset on to Devon. 

The Sawmills section links in with the route to Max 
Gate and onwards to the Purbecks. 

The Weymouth Avenue work will see the creation of a 
2.5 metre-wide cycle track on what is currently a grass 
verge to the East of the main road. Also included will be 
new dropped kerbs, junction improvements and new 
signing.

“The previous world record, which we set last year, was 
114,277 so we are hoping to have smashed this. Our 2013 
event was truly fantastic and we’re extremely grateful to 
everyone who took part.” 

Schools need to send in their completed witness state¬ 
ment forms, video or photographic evidence and funds 
raised to SignHealth, 5, Baring Road, Beaconsfield, 
Buckinghamshire, HP9 2NB by Friday, March 15th. 

Hundreds of schools from all over the country, includ¬ 
ing Dorchester, registered to take part in the Guinness 
World Record sign2sing project for the most people sign¬ 
ing and singing at the same time. 

Young people signed a song, entitled ‘sign2sing’, which 
was composed especially for the event. 

The lyrics were written by Garry Slack, author of the 
award-winning ‘Sign with Olli’ books and the music was 
composed by Paul Fairey, who has written various theme 
tunes for television and radio. 

Damian Field from Guinness World Records said: 
“Over 135,000 pupils from schools around the world are 
expected to have taken part in the record attempt this 
year, which will break the record set last year of 114,277

Group offers support for those suffering with rheumatoid arthritis 


A SUPPORT group for those affected by 
rheumatoid arthritis is being held in 
Dorchester on Thursday 28th March. 

Nearly 7,500 people in Dorset are esti¬ 
mated to have RA, and many more are af¬ 
fected by it. This support group, hosted by 
the National Rheumatoid Arthritis Society 
(NRAS), will provide an opportunity for 
all these people to discuss the care and 
support available. The meeting will be 


held in the Dorchester Day Centre on 
Acland Road in Dorchester, starting at 
7pm. 

In a recent survey by NRAS, 94 per cent 
of people with RA said they felt frustrated 
by their disease, 80 per cent felt anxious 
and 51 per cent reported feelings of lone¬ 
liness, understandable as RA can be iso¬ 
lating, often leaving people confined to 
their house. NRAS support groups help 


change that by bringing people together, 
letting them know they’re not alone, and 
allowing them to learn more about what 
can be done to manage their disease more 
effectively. 

“These group meetings provide valuable 
information on how to make effective use 
of local care services. They also offer an 
opportunity for people with rheumatoid 
arthritis to meet others with the same con¬ 


dition and share experiences” said Ailsa 
Bosworth, Chief Executive of NRAS, and 
herself an RA patient. 

The West Dorset NRAS group is part of 
a network of 40 support groups located 
across the country, members of which all 
have rheumatoid arthritis so understand 
exactly what it is like to have the condi¬ 
tion.

Plug-in hybrid provides a realistic glimpse into the future of Audi, 
as the new A3 e-tron makes its debut at the Geneva Motor Show 


AUDI will make all the right connections next 
month when the A3 e-tron petrol/electric hy¬ 
brid - capable of up to 188mpg - adds to the 
roster of highlights on the Audi stand at the 
Geneva Motor Show. Integrating a conven¬ 
tional petrol engine and an electric motor, the 
advanced plug-in hybrid offers impressive 
performance, exceptional efficiency and, 
equally crucially, complete freedom from 
'range anxiety'. 

The electrification of the drivetrain, above all 
using plug-in technology, will play a decisive 
role in the model strategy of the Vorsprung 
durch Technik brand.This latest development 
is designed to give some insight into how the 
technology will take shape in the Audi models 
of the future. 

A modified 1.4-litreTFSI unit, in this applica¬ 
tion featuring a peak power output of 150PS, 
provides the more 'conventional' input for the 
A3 e-tron. A clutch links 
this to a 75kw electric 
motor, which is inte¬ 
grated into a newly de¬ 
signed six-speed 'e-S 
tronic' transmission 

sending power to the 
front wheels. Com¬ 
bined, the two power 
units generate 204PS of 
system power and 

350PS of system 

torque, good for a 0- 
62mph sprint of 7.6 
seconds and a top 


speed of 138mph. Peak torque from the elec¬ 
tric motor is instantly available from rest to 
around 2000 rpm, and maximum torque from 
theTFSI engine is on hand between 1,750 and 
4,000 rpm. 

Equally importantly, according to the ECE 
standard for plug-in hybrid cars, the A3 Sport- 
back-based e-tron is capable of covering up to 
188mpg with C02 emissions of just 35g/km. 

The Audi A3 e-tron can run exclusively on 
electric power for up to 31 miles at speeds of 
up to 80mph, or can be powered by petrol 
combustion alone. Alternatively, the hybrid 
mode brings both units into play, and the 
driver can choose to run these simultaneously 
- a function known as 'boosting'. When the 
driver stops accelerating in this mode, both 
motors temporarily deactivate, eliminating 
motor braking torque and allowing the car to 
glide to conserve fuel and recuperate energy.

Poppies crushed as Terras go on rampage 


Kettering Town 1 Weymouth 6

DESPITE conceding a second minute goal 
after arriving less than an hour before kick-off, 
Weymouth settled to hit six past a Kettering 
Town side who are doomed to relegation. 

The Poppies who have slid down the pyra¬ 
mid since challenging for league status in 
2008 are in a sorry state both on and off the 
field. They came into the game having gome 
through four managers in the last year, and 
13 points from safety having been beaten in 
their last seven games. 

However they stunned the Terras by taking 
a second minute lead when Lewis Wilson 
forced the ball over the line after Pat 
Noubissie's header from a corner had been 
blocked on the line. 

Weymouth quickly established parity five 
minutes later when Ben Joyce caught Pop¬ 
pies keeper Yannick Nlate out with a lob, and 
Mark Ford had the easy task of nodding the 
ball into an empty net.

Ed Palmer increased Weymouth's lead on 34 
minutes when he converted a free-kick at the 
far post against his former club. 

Just before the break Michael King should 
have reduced the deficit but his header from 
close in lacked power and direction. 

Kettering came out with more purpose at 
the start of the second half and they 
launched several attacks on the Terras'goal; 
their best chance being when King broke 
through on goal just before the hour, but 
Evans did well to save his shot. 

Three minutes later their chances of a 


comeback were dashed when Nlate com¬ 
pletely missed Barry McConnell's cross allow¬ 
ing Stephen Reed an easy header for 
Weymouth's fourth. 

Substitute, Louis Hamilton looked lively 
when he came on for the Poppies and his cor¬ 
ner from the left on 84 minutes came off the 
crossbar, but Weymouth rubbed salt into the 
wounds with two late goals. 

Sub Matt Groves poked home Dan Smith's 
cross with Nlate once again at fault, before 
Joyce added the sixth two minutes from time 
when he converted Groves' pass. 

The win sees Weymouth stay eight just two 
points off an Evo-Stik South Premier Division 
play-off place.
